Likewise, a reserve list of 13 
candidates was adopted to follow 
the safe places.

Chegues with account numbers, 
sums payable and other vital data 
imprinted with magnetic ink are 
being introduced into Israel’s bank- 
ing system. 

The time-saving innovation — 
(Magnetic Ink Character 
Reading) is not new in the 
banking world, having been in use 
abroad for more than a decade. 
According to Shlomo Margalit, as- 
sistant to the Examiner of Banks 
and a member of the Bank of 
Israel's Clearing House Committee, 
an attempt was made several years 
ago to have Israel's banks adopt 
the process. The cost was then con- 
sidered prohibitive and the plan 
was dropped. 

Today, however, the volume of 
cheque traffic from bank to bank, 
via the clearing houses, has Ὧ6- 
come 80 great that Israel's Rig 
Three — Leumi, Hapoalim and Dis- 
count — have decided to go mag- 
netic. 

Instead of being hand-sorted as 
at present, the new cheques will 
be fed into an electronic reader- 
sorter which will arrange them in- 
stantaneously, according to paying 
banks. At the same time, the sum 
and account number will be recorded 
by computer,. for updating the 
drawer's account, 

According ‘to Bank Leumi, MICR 
will not only’ speed up operations 
but also prevent many errors — 
sometimes very embarrassing ones 
-- since the human factor in cheque 
handling will be almost eliminated. 
According to Bank of Israe) statis- 
ties, the nation’s three clearing 
houses (Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and 
Haifa) processed approximately 7.6 .

and nuclear energy. 

“We must reelize that the sup- 
ply of fossil fuels won't match 
anticipated demand unless we plan 
now,” he said.
